ROBIN HOOD NOT A MYTH. 


Hero of Sherwood Forest Had a Court 
Place Under King Edward Il. 
Many famous men have thelr names 


| inked with Sherwood—King John, the 
| three Edwards, Richard I1l., Cardinal 


Wolsey and Charles I.—but the hero of 
the place, the “genius loci,” is Robin 
Hood. 

Some think that the famous outlaw 
of the ballads was a myth, a mere po- 
etic conception and a creature of the 
popular mind, but Mr. Hunter in his 
research into the person and period of 
Robin Hood holds that he was born 
between 1285 and 1295, living through 
the reign of the second Edward and 
into the early years of the third. He 
was of a family of some station seat- 
ed near Wakefield and supported the 
Barl of Laneaster in his rebellion 
against the government.

Montreal, March 17.—Flying 
under a full head of ‘steam with- 
out.either €ngineer or fireman, the 
C. P. Ru Boston Express crashed 
into the Windsor street ‘station to- 
day as the result of which four 
are dead and eleven injured, It 
was one of the most extraordinary 
accidents in the history of Mon- 
treal railroading and probably will 
never be satisfactorily explained 
as the engineer is at the point ot 
death as the result of injuries re- 
ceived and the fireman is unable 
to say exactly what happened. All 
he remembers before he rolled out 
of the cab is that something went 
off with a bang. It is supposed a 
steam plug blew out. The speed 
of the train never slackened and 
for half a mile the engineer held 
on, when he too, suffering terrible 
agony, fell from the flying engine 
to the side of the track, where he 
was found later. 

Nothing out of the way hap- 
pened to the train till it left West- 
mount, but about that time the 
passengers noticed the great speed 
but were not alarmed. The dis- 
tance to Montreal being but a few 
miles the catastrophe approached 
with terrible suddeness. One ot 
the train men finally convinced 
that somthing was wrong applied 
the air breaks and the speed of 
the train was reduced from 50 to 
20 miles an hour before it struck 
the switches of the Windsor sta- 
tion. The engine and cars went 
on like mad along the siding and 
smashed in the station wall, carry 
ing masonry and granite pillars 
before it. Passengers were wait- 
ing at the station for the arrival of 
the train and it was among them 
the casualties 
were pinned down by the falling 
beams and crushed to death. None 
of the passengers on the train 
were injured. 

A pathetic feature of the acci- 
dent is that Mrs, Nixon had gone 
to the station to meet her husband 
W.J. Nixon, who, for the past 
eight months, had been employed 
as a train despatcher at Medicine 
Hat. The western train being 
late did not arrive until half ao 
hour after the Boston Express,

The powerful 70-ton engine bat- 
tered everything before it, penc- 
trating the thick stone walls like 
cannon shot, landing entirely in- 
side the main waiting room before 
it stopped. It pulled the train in 
as far as the space permitted. The 
wildest exitement prevailed, and 
for two hours ambulances, hose 
wagons, doctors, priests and cler- 
gymen tended the dead and dying. 

An investigation of the accident 
was held, at the conclusion of 
which D, McNichol, vice president 


of the C. P. R., gave out the fol-) 


lowing statement, based upvn the 
statements of the witnesses exam- 
ined: “While the express from 
Boston was approaching Montreal 
this morning a plug blew out of 
the boiler between Montreal Junc- 
tion and Westmount station, with 
aloud report. The plug was on 
the side of the cab where the fire- 
man sat and he was at once envel 
oped io scalding steam. ‘The fire- 
man at once concluded that some- 
thing serious had happened, and 
jumped from the cab window into 
a snow bank.

GOING SKY HIGH. 


Record Prices are Established in 
Transfer: of Veterans’ Land 
Grant Serips. 


The price of South African 
scrip has reaghed the record price 
of $975, that amount being paid 
for a scrip last week. At the be- 
ginning of the season sorips were 
being sold for $400 and $500 and 
in one instance a scrip was offered 
for $50. Today one half the scrip 
issued has left the hands of the 
grantees and is on the real estate 
market at various figures. At Ed- 
monton it has sold from $700 to 
$900 and in Winnipeg one sorip 
changed hands at $950 and it is 
expected to reach $1,200 in a short 
time. Today everyone is dabbling 
in scrip. Real estate agents, mer. 
chante, bankers, tradesmen and 
any man who can get hold of a 
piece is in the market speoulating. 

The Dominion Lands agents 
throughout the province, into 
whose hands the scrip must come 
before entry 18 made, are begin- 
ning to view to some alarm the 
|rapid changes which are taking 
place, and the fear is expressed 
that complications may result. 


The scrip is made out bearing 
|the name of the veteran to whom 
the land is granted. He has the 
| privilege of assigning his right to 
|the scrip, which is really a oertifi- 
cate of uuthbority to file on 320 
acres of uuy homestead land in 
the province not already tiled up- 
ou, to one substitute, for whose 
name a blank is left on the sorip 
Ihe wan who fille bis oime io on 
this blank after the sorip has once 
| been transferred from the grantee, 


| becomes responsible for fulfilling 
jthe duties on the land granted 
whetber the scrip ig transferred a 
thousand times after the blank has 
been tilled or pot. 

If the wrantee ou a scrip trans- 
feis the scrip to a substitute, whe- 
ther for a consideration or not, and 
if that substitute fills in his name 
ou the blauk, that substitute re- 
peelzes the »uthority to enter for 

the 320 acres, and becomes respon-

And the scrip goes on changing 
hands aud beihg transferred until 
the final purchaser comes to enter 
upon his land aud’ ‘finds that his 
sorip is not worth the paper it is 
written on, notwithstanding that 
he may bave paid a neat sum for 
it. Simply because he is not the 
man. whose nanie.is filled in on 
the substitute’s blank. 

But should the. scrip ‘be trans- 
ferred again and again without the 
blank being filled in the final pur- 
chaser may fill in his name, deem 
himself to be the substitute, and 
enter upon bis land. 

It is illegal for any veteran in 
anticipation of receiving a grant, 
to sell or assign bis right before 
he had received his scrip from the 
land office. 

[here is no way by which a hol- 
der of land on the veteran’s sorip 
may combine his duties on the 


grant with the duties on a home- | P@ 


stead which be may happen to lo- 
cate next to his grant. He must 
spend six months on his grant 
every year aud six months on his 
omestead iv the ordinary way. 
That is a holder of land on scrip 
would gain no advantage by loca- 
ting his scrip and filing on a 
homestead and pre-empting a 
quarter section all in the same lo- 
eality.
